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THE EDUCATIONAL VALUE 
OF PHILATELY 


The Educational value of philately 
is often mentioned and also accepted 
by most people. But too often this 
idea remains in the abstract; too few 
illustrations are used to force the 
truth home. A person will concede 
that map-stamps teach geography, 
that adhesives picturing art subjects 
bring some of the world’s master- 
pieces to the attention of the collector, 
or that commemoratives are helpful 
in teaching history.

this most people, even collectors, do 
not go. They consider the great mass 
of postal stamps of little educational 
value. While the truth of the matter 
is that the real collector finds the 
most interest in discovering the hid- 
den historical facts in just these reg- 
ular issues. A treaty is made, a ple- 
bicite is held, a new territory is an- 
nexed—many times there is a phila- 
telic record in the ordinary issues of 
the countries. 

The following is an interesting ex- 
ample: On the eastern shore of the 
Adriatic is a small country known as 
Albania; just across the Adriatic Sea 
lies Italy, and it is generally acknowl- 
edged that Albania’s continued na- 
tional existence through all the dis- 
turbances of the Balkan and World 
Wars is a result of Italian interest 
and protection. After the unrest of 
these wars had settled, the country 
found itself a republic under the rule 
of President Zogu. In 1928 through 
the influence of Mussolini, the Pre- 
mier of Italy, President Zogu was pro- 
claimed the king of a new monarchy. 
Now, the collector will immediately 
recall these incidents whenever he no- 
tices the resemblance between the 
Italian regular issue of 1929 with that 
of Albania for 1930. The similarity 
in color, design and subject between 
Italy No. 222 and Albania No. 253 is 
most striking. 

Another advantage gained by stamp 
collecting is the ability to place the 
value of foreign currency with fair 
accuracy. In the United States we 
speak of a “shilling” as worth twelve 
and a half cents; with us the term 
“penny” is synonymous with “cent.” 
When we come to British stamps we 
find that the one penny stamp is 
printed in red, and quite naturally and 
correctly we conclude that a penny 
stamp is sufficient postage for a let- 
ter. And so we discover that a 
“penny” is worth two cents and that 
a “shilling” is worth twenty-five 
cents. 

Still another example may be found 
in the stamps of France, Belgium, 
Italy and some other countries. We 
see the value given in terms of “cent.” 
But the fact that these stamps are 
printed as high as 75 and 90 cent, 
starts us investigating, and we learn 
that the “centime” is by far lower 
than our American cent. 

Many other concrete examples 
might be cited to show the varied edu- 
cational possibilities of our hobby. 
Too often, however, collectors seem to 
think that things educational ought 
to stay in the class-room. Such is 
not the case; the real collector studies 
his collection. 


The Water Sports section of the 
Olympic Games is to take place at 
Long Beach, Calif.

Something which always interests 
precancel collectors is the case of 
cities which use some type or types 
for a very limited time. A recent 
case in point is New Britain, Conn. 
Not so many weeks ago we noted that 
that office had retired its U-3 in fa- 
vor of one of the new double line 
types, now so popular (U-15 in this 
case). Hardly had precancels in this 
type begun to come through when we 
noted still another type from that city, 
between double lines, but in three 
lines of large plain caps. 

Inquiry revealed the interesting fact 
that the New Britain postmaster had 
junked the U-15 type because he 
thought the printing too small and 
indistinct. So far it has not been 
definitely ascertained if the new and 
larger type is a locally typeset affair 
or not, but it has all the earmarks of 
being one. Since the U-15 type was 
in use there for such a limited time, 
considerable curiosity has arisen 
among collectors as to how many and 
what values were precancelled with it. 
To my knowledge the following val- 
ues have been seen to date (last of 
March): perf. 11,-12c; 15c, 20c up,

down; 30c up; 50c down, $1 down; 
compound, lc inverted, 3-6 Tc, Tc 
double 8-9-10-12c. The 6c is the only 
one which appears to be at all com- 
mon. If any LINN’S readers can give 
information as to any other values, I 
shall be very glad to have it. 

These ephemeral types, as one 
might call them, add a great deal of 
interest and zest to precancel col- 
lecting. Five years hence, possibly 
sooner, collectors will be doubting the 
existence of anything from New Brit- 
ain in a U-15 type; only we older 
collectors who were fortunate enough 
to be on the ground at the time, will 
be able to prove that such a type 
really was used. Other items from 
that city that will never be common 
are the 4c Taft and the new 5c due, 
flat plate, in the old U-3 type, because 
neither came out until after the U-3 
plate had been retired. 





Another very interesting subject in 
precancel collecting is that of plates 
repaired by the insertion of pieces of 
another kind of type. These are few 
and far between, but when one does 
appear, collectors are anxious to ac- 
quire a specimen or two for the col- 
lection. Grand Rapids is the latest 
city to come under this head. Not so 
long ago (but longer than in the case 
of New Britain) that office retired its 
U-3 plate, which had done valiant 
service for many years, in favor of 
a double line U-15 type. All went 
well until recently when, in some man- 
ner unknown, the whole bottom row 
of ten subjects on this new plate were 
smashed. A new plate was at once 
ordered, but in order to have some- 
thing on hand for use in the meantime, 
the smashed bottom row was cut off 
and enough single subjects were cut 
out of the old U-3 plate (which had 
been wrecked with a heavy hammer to 
render it useless) to patch up that 
bottom row. I am sure this combi- 
nation gives us the most strikingly 
different kinds of type on the same 
plate that now exists. Dallas, Fre- 
mont, Nebr., Waterloo and Des 
Moines have all resorted to this patch- 
ing business, to mention only those 
offices coming immediately to mind; 
but in none of those cases were the 
resulting types so strikingly differ- 
ent. Even the enemy of all precan- 
cels would have to admit that ver- 
tical pairs of these Grand Rapids are 
very unusual. 

So far as is known, the use of this 
combination plate has been confined 
to the 3-4 Taft-5-6-7-8-9-10 (Grand 
Rapids uses Bureaus below the 3c) 
and some dues, value and issues so 
far unknown. Here again readers can 
render a service by appraising the 
writer as to what values (a) of the 
double line Grand Rapids type they 
have, and (b) what pairs or blocks 
showing two types, have been seen. 
It is unlikely that anything further 
will appear in this combination type, 
as the new plate has been received, 
though not yet put into use. It is a 
U-14, double line of course, but in 
three lines, not two.

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THE NEW STAMP DESIGNS FOR 
NEW ZEALAND 


The following account of the com- 
petition for new stamp designs and 
descriptions of the winning designs is 
taken from a clipping in the New 
Zealand Herald of March 3. The clip- 
ping is kindly supplied by J. E. Guest, 
sales manager of the A. P. S. 





“The present commonplace and un- 
attractive postage stamps of New 
Zealand have had such a long cur- 
rency that details of the new issue 
to be put into use this year are arous- 
ing widespread interest among the 
general public as well as among col- 
lectors. The competition for designs 
brought in nearly 250 entries, and a 
selection of these now being exhibited 
by Milne and Choyce, Limited, is at- 
tracting much attention. 

A first impression of the pictorial 
and distinctively New Zealand designs 
displayed in abundance is that there 
is to be a return to something like 
the rare beauty and charm of the old 
pictorial series of more than 30 years 
ago. A closer examination, however, 
of the designs that have found ac- 
ceptance leads to the feeling that the 
selectors have missed some excellent 
opportunities. Each person will no 
doubt have his own favorites among 
the rejected entries, but in several 
cases at least there will be general 
agreement that the chosen one is far 
from the most successful or attractive 
offering. It must be admitted, of 
course, that some of the entries which 
are satin choice works of art as pic-

tures would be quite unsuitable as 
stamp designs if only on account of 
their wealth of delicate detail. 


The lower values as being the most 
used may be regarded as of most im- 
portance. The chosen halfpenny is 
an effective drawing of a fantail sur- 
rounded by clematis, designed by 
James Fitzgerald, of Christchurch. 
Others showing a fern, a tui among 
berries and a leaping swordfish have 
been regarded as strong competitors. 
The selected penny design by C. H. 
and R. J. G. Collins, of Christchurch, 
shows a kiwi in search of food and 
has the Southern Cross, ferns and 
Maori designs worked in the border. 
Judging by the exhibits displayed 
there happened to be weak competi- 
tion for the penny design. The penny 
halfpenny, by M. Matthews, of Wel- 
lington, showing a Maori girl cooking 
food, will probably give general sat- 
isfaction, but the twopenny, by H. W. 
Young, of Auckland, is an inartistic 
representation of a Maori hut with a 
huge punga fern to the left and a 
stockade to the right. The whole de- 
sign is overloaded by the tree fern 
and makes a somewhat clumsy and 
confused picture. The stockade bears 
rather too close a resemblance to a 
graveyard, and the hut is inartistically 
placed in relation to it. Many would 
have much preferred either the head 
of the old Maori chief or the Mitre 
Peak scene, which were also entered 
for the twopenny stamp. 


As the values ascend the accepted 
designs continue to have a distinctive- 
ly New Zealand flavor about them, but 
hardly any are of a character to win 
special notice when placed among the 
mass of entries. Mount Cook, a 
Maori girl, Mitre Peak, a swordfish, 
Mount Egmont, the landing of Cap- 
tain Cook are among the subjects of 
the successful competitors. One that 
will puzzle most people who wish to 
find a reason for its selection is the 
ninepenny, in which a Maori orna- 
mental pattern forms the whole de- 
sign. It is doubtful, too, if the shil- 
ling droving picture when reduced to 
the necessary size will convey any 
satisfactory effect. The tuatara on 
the eightpenny stamp will hardly be 
recognized by anybody unfamiliar 
with it. 


The whole exhibition is of great in- 
terest and it is clear that many of 
the competitors have devoted a great 
deal of labor and a high degree of skill 
to the perfecting of their work. The 
collection makes a compendium of New 
Zealand scenes and symbols calcu- 
lated to be a real education in pa- 
triotism. Native birds and fish, trees, 
lakes and mountains, Maori chiefs 
and guides and carvings, sports like 
fishing and hunting, the cities of the 
Dominion, maps, historic scenes, such 
as the signing of the treaty of Wai- 
tangi, and typical scenes of country 
life have all been laid under tribute 
to express the spirit of the land. There 
is room for regret that better use 
is not to be made of the material

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TWO PATRIOTS OF SOUTH 
AMERICA 





By Walter McIntosh, Jr. 





Bernardo O’Higgins (1778-1842) 
and Jose Olmedo (1782-1847), the for- 
mer a patriot of Chile, the latter a 
poet, statesman, and patriot of Ecua- 
dor, are worthy of notice. They both 
were living within approximately the 
same 65 years, and were both devoted 
to the service of their countries. Both 
also have appeared on the stamps of 
their respective countries: Bernardo 
on Scott’s A35, A50 of Chile; Jose on 
A28a, A42, A86, A122 of Ecuador. 

Bernardo O’Higgins was the son of 
Ambrosio O’Higgins (a Spaniard born 
in Ireland) and was born at Chillan 
in Chile. His education was received 
in both Lima and England. After 
taking over the estate of his ances- 
tors and settling down to the quiet 
life of a rich planter, the 1810 revo- 
lution took him from his home to be- 
come a leader in the affairs of his 
country. In 1811 he was a member 
of the Constituent Congress. Two 
years later he was designated com- 
mander in chief of the army. After 
several controversies during which he 
left the country, he returned in 1817 
as a lieutenant of San Martin. With

the victory of Chacabuco, Bernardo 
was made Supreme Director of Chile 
(Feb. 14, 1817). On Feb. 14, 1817, he 
issued the Chilean declaration of inde- 
pendence, the first step towards driv- 
ing the Spanish out of Chile and mak- 
ing Chile a free republic. On April 
5th at Maipo he fought and won the 
decisive battle of the war. Under his 
hands Chile was organized and en- 
tered into relations with foreign coun- 
tries. A revolt soon forced the resig- 
nation of Dictator Bernardo O’Higgins 
in 1823. He went to Lima, there to 
spend the remaining years of his life. 





Jose Olmedo was an Eucadorean 
poet and statesman. Educated in Lima, 
he received the degree of doctor in 
jurisprudence. He practiced law in 
his native city, and later played an 
influential part in the politics of his 
country. Deputy to the Cortes of 
Spain in 1812; member of the Junta 
de Gobierno of Guayaquil in 1820; 


‘}member of the Constitutional assem- 


bly in 1824; Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary of Peru to London; Governor of 
the Department of Guayaquil. In 1845 
he was one of the leaders of the rev- 
olution and was a member of the pro- 
visional government. One of his best 
known poems is an ode addressed to 
Bolivar as the savior of Peru. Al- 
though his style is somewhat anti- 
quated, nevertheless his works are 
quite popular in South America. 

And there you have the two men in 
a nutshell; both patriots, both leaders, 
both believing in a free people, both 
doing their best to serve their coun- 
try. Surely they have been justly re- 
membered by the issuance of stamps 
bearing their portraits. Probably 
neither ever saw a stamp, although it 
is possible that they did.

INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP 
PORTRAITS 


By Capt. A. C. Townsend 


General Wayne, you are pictured on 
our 2c stamp issued in September, 
1929, together with an Indian and a 
Pioneer, just as shown on your monu- 
ment. Will you tell me, for Linn’s, 
how you like the stamp, and some- 
thing of the Battle of Fallen Timbers 
and why it is called by that odd name? 

With pleasure, young man. I like 
the monument, and so of course I like 
the stamp. As to the battle, I must 
recall to your memory the fact that 
altho the British made peace with 
us at the close of the Revolution they 
still had hopes of again dominating 
us. To that end, they encouraged the 
Indians to make wars against our pio- 
neers who were trying to settle the 
‘West, as we then called Ohio. At Re- 
covery, Ohio, in 1791, there was a 
terrible massacre. Then Congress 
placed me in supreme command of the 
army. 

I went to Pittsburgh, and from 
there enlisted all the recruits I could 
gather, and I must confess that a 
worse lot of thieves, tramps and ras- 
cals I never saw gotten together. But 
I made a real army of them in the 
course of a year, and then started a 
campaign which ended at Fallen Tim- 
bers in 1794. 

A hurricane had passed over the 
spot, and it was a mass of twisted and 
fallen trees and dense underbrush. 
The Indians had established a huge 
camp in the facied safety of these 
woods, and there we gave them a de- 
feat that stopped war for a long time 
and made the territory safe for set- 
tlement. 

By the way, the friendly Indian 
and the Pioneer shown on the stamp 
are both here. The Indian is right 
over there. Perhaps you would like 
to interview him? 

Thank you very much, but I haven’t 
time today. (Catch me interviewing 
another Indian!) I might talk to the 
Pioneer if you will point him out. He 
is tame, isn’t he? 

I don’t think you had better, my 
lad. He is French and his English is 
quite poor. During our days on earth 
he once came to me for some infor- 
mation, and said in his broken Eng- 
lish, “You please tell me wat do ze 
polar bear?” 

“What does a polar bear do? 
Nothing very much. Sits on the ice 
mostly.” 

“Sits on ze ice!” 

“Yes, sits on the ice and eats fish,” 
I replied. 

“Sits on ze ice an’ eat feesh! Zen 
I not axcept.” 


“What do you mean?” I asked. 
“Not accept what?” 

He struck his forehead a resound- 
ing and bewildered slap. “I am invite 
at a funeral to be ze polar bear. Sacre!

TRY THIS AT YOUR STAMP 
EXHIBITION

We learned that there is 
an opportunity to sell stamps of past 
issues at a profit. This, together with 
the rental on our exhibition frames 
will amply pay all expenses of the ex- 
hibition and leave a profit for our club 
treasury.” 

Mr. M. E. Tallant, vice president of 
the club, and the gentleman who sends 
the above information states that he 
will be glad to hear from other clubs 
who contemplate an exhibition and 
will gladly give them all information 
at his disposal.
